daily a t the plant and alm ost that 
many more worked at home during 
their spare time, making an aver­ 
age of about 75 employees p«*r day. 
'I he 
plant 
began 
operation 
on 
Oct. 17 and closed on April *23, ger- 
ing in a run of a little over six 
months. This is alm ost double the 
length of time the plant ran last 
year, and the preceding year, which 
was the first season, operation con­ 
tinued for a little less than three 
months. 
130,068 
pounds of pecans 
we re 
cracked 
which

combined. For these pecans, Mr. P u r 
ham paid the producers a little over 
*15,000,

for* ien countries, 
Minnesota and the Middle W est get- 
ing tin* bulk of them.

The 1928 pecan crop w as a good 
one according to Mr. Durham, the 
best in several years with the ex­ 
ception of the flood crop of 1926.
